With about 1250 tractors in use on 
Uike county farms, attention will be 
tnrncil to tractor care and repair at a 
two-day county tractor short course 
on March 3 and 4, at Rockenbach's 
garage, Grayslakc. 

This two-day course is being spon- 
sored by a committee appointed from 
the Uike County Farm Bureau board, 
composed of Charles W. Wray, chair- 
man, George Vose and Otto Mclz- 
ler, in co-operation with the extension 
service of Hie College of Agriculture. 
University of Illinois. Mr. R. C. Hay, 
extension specialist in A-gricultural En- 
gineering will 'be present to conduct 
the course. Particular attention will 
be given to care of the tractor. valye>. 
ignition, carburetors, fuels, lubrication, 
wheel enuipment and motor troubles. 
The time will be divided between dis- 
cussions and actual woVk on tractors 
and tractor parts. Local implement 
dealers are cfK>peratinR by providing 
tractors and implements for study. 

Enrollment in the course is open to 
fanners and farm boys Irt years of age 
or older. Since only 50 can be en- 
rolled in .the course, those interested 
should enroll at the Farm Rureau of- 
fice or mail in their applications within 
tlie next few days.

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Danger from Within 

The incon^stencics of human nature stagger logical 
Tcasoning. For example, there are those in the United 
States who bbst the totalitarian powers as destroyers of 
■democracy— which is the truth. In the next breath, they 
promote policies in our own nation that are as totalitarian 
^in their ultimate effect as the program of any dictator. 
The policies of the aggressor nations in destroying 
the rights and liberties of individuals, are no more 
deadly in their effect than are the policies being pro- 
moted by advocates of government ownership of indus- 
try in this country. 

These promoters of state socialism in the United 
States simply assume that public ownership of business, 
patterned after the dictatorships, is going to cure all 
shortcomings or failures in private enterprise. They ad- 
vance no arguments to prove to the people tliat socializ- 
ing private industry virill correct evils of which they com- 
plain, and which, at their worst, are not to be compared 
vrith the evils that follow in the wake of a policy which 
gives government and bureaucratic officialism an oppor- 
tunity to destroy any line of private endeavor at public 
expense. 

It is a monstrous thing that is taking place in our 
country under the guise of government ownership of the 
power industry. The v/orst of the picture is not the loss 
of the power companies to their present private owners, 
although that fonn of aggression by government against 
its citizens is batt enough — tlie real terrorizing aspect ol' 
the situation is the fact that public officials within our 
own government have akeady adopted the ruthless tech- 
nique of the d-lctators. 

Tlio sacred name of government is being used as the 
screen behind -.vhicli to attack private enterprise in this 
country umler the guise of protecting the people, when 
as a matter of fict. every move made to put government 
into bu-iiness and d.-stroy private enterprise, is undermin- 
ing and revoking the very liberties we should defend. 
The greatest danger tliis country faces today is not 



from the aggrettor without, but from the aggreuor with- 
in. In the name of democracy, we have powerful Influ- 
encei at work within our nation uiing the defenie emer- 
gency to destroy democracy at home. 

They pick out a big industry for the spearhead of 
their attack, on the theory that it has few friends. It ia 
the principle of government ownerahip they are estab- 
lishing, rather than the industry they are attacking, that 
the public should be fearful of. The future rights and 
liberties of every citizen, every home owner, every farmer 
and every business . man are at stake. Remember that 
the aggressor technique and the results that follow its 
success are as damaging to the individual, regardless of 

the cloak under which it is disguised.

Those who sit back and cynically condemn the banker 
as a parasitic money changer, are helping to place their 
own future in peril.

History has shown that whenever a government suc- 
ceeds in gaining control of a people's money, it sooner 
or later gains control of the people, too. 

Our system of free enterprise, which includes every- 
thing from the smallest truck farm to the largest corpor- 
ation, depends utterly on the maintenance of money and 
credit system that is not dominated by government. Pri- 
vate banking with its thousands of independent com- 
munity banks is one of the strongest bulwarks against 
an autocratic government throttling the jugular vein of 
liberty.

JESUS CALLS TO I'ltAYER 

LESSON TEXT— Luke In:l.i4. 
GOLDEN TEXT— Lord, leach up to pray. 
—Luke 11:1. 



Imitations mny be a: ulcvci tis 
to cause us to marvel, but {o the one 
who knows the real thing, they ore 
"just imitations." PniticiiUiiiy is 
that true in the realm of the spiritu- 
al. Makc-fccliove faith in God fools^ 
only the hypocrite ond thuse who1 
know as little as he d-.io:i of real 
Christianity. • 

Prayer is undoubtedly the great- 
est privilcue of the Christian, put- 
ting him and his life in touch with 
the omnlpolcnre of God. But it must 
be real prayer, not just some formal 
exorcise which masquerades under 
the name of prayer. We combine 
the two parables of our lesson to 
contrast prevailing prayer and pow- 
erless prayer, 

I. Prcvailtnf; Prayer. 

The prayer which really lays hold 
upon God and brings results must 
be the expression of a life of prayer. 
It is no oucasinr.al effort brought 
about by n great need or a deep 
sorrow. We must pray 

1. Without Cciasing (v. 1). Jesus 
had jyst been talking of the trying 
days which were to come (Luke 
17:20-30). To stand fa.st for Christ 
in a day when almo.si all the influ- 
ences arc against such faith, a man 
needs real prayer or he will surely 
faint. 

To pray constantly is not ncces- 
sarily to be saying the words of 
prayer, but is the outreach of the 
life toward God, the setting of our 
minds on tilings above. That we 
can and may do at all times and in 
all places. 

2. With Assurance (vv. 2-D). If 
an unjust judge will respond just 
to escape tho constant plea of a 
widow, wo mny rest assured that 
God, who is just and looks upon 
His people in loving-kindne.ss, will 
not fail to respond to their plea. He 
says, "Call unto me, and I will an- 
swer thee, and show thee great and 
mighty things, which thou knowest 
not" (Jer. 33-3). 

3. In Humility (vv. 13, M). We 
come to God, not to demand, but to 
humbly plead the blood of Jesus 
Christ. That was wliat the publican 
did. When he said, "Lord, be mer- 
ciful," he used the v.'ord "propitiat- 
ed," which refers to the mercy seat 
on which the blfiod was sprinkled as 
a propitiation for sin (see Exod. 
25:17. 18, 21; Heb, 9:5; Lev. 10:5). 
Such a plea brought salvation to the 
repentant sinner. 

n. Powerless Prayer. 

T/c use the word i>rayer here in 
tlie broad sense, for strictly speak- 
ing there is no such thing as prayer 
without power. Men call it prayer, 
but it accomplishes nothing because 
it is oflorcd 

1. In Eclf-sunicioncy (vv. 9, 11). 
Those who trust "In. themselves" 
will naturally do what the Pharisee 
did; ho "prayed with himself." "He 
had an intellectual conviction, but 
that does not make a contact with 
God. Hell is full of intellectual con- 
viction. God? Oh, yes. But he was 
so occupied with himself he could 
not gel away from himself" (Mor- 
gan). 

2. With Boastful Pride (vv. 9, U, 
'12). Despising others, the Pharisee 
boasted of his own fine character 
and good works. "God resisteth 
the proud, but giveth grace unto 
the huniblc" (James '1:0). It is prop- 
er that a man should live uprightly, 
but if it only makes him self-right- 
eous it becomes a barrier between 
him and God (Luke 18:14). 

3. For the Sake of Publicity (v. 
11, cf. v. 13). While the publican 
hung his head and stood afar off to 
ofTer his prayer, the Pharisee ap- 
parently took a prominent place and 
spoke with a loud voice. Jesus de- 
scribed that kind of prayers in Mat- 
thew 0:5 as just putting on a pub- 
licity "stunt." Wlien men had seen 
them pray, the transaction was fin- 
ished. They had not been in touch 
with God at all. 

I The result of the two prayers is 
EO well described by Dr. J. Camp- 
bell Morgan that we quote his 
words: 

"Two men at prayer. One, elo- 
quently, in phrases circling round 
his own personality with which he 
was pre-eminently pleased. The oth- 
er, hating his sin, and grasping out 
after the infinite and tender com- 
passion of Gud to operate for him. 
. . . The man who justified hlm- 
ficlf remained unjustified. Tho man 
who sought the compassion of God 
went back to his house justified."

Service Soliool|iiilt by Henry ford 




Auto Manufacturer Makes One of His Rare Appearanccfi 
Before Microphone 



Dearborn, Mich. — When its 
huge building program got under 
way, the Navy faced another huge 
problem, the training of men in 
the highly technical duties which 
crews are called upon to perform. 

The existing naval training sta- 
tions were already full. Turning 
to industry, Navy oflicials found 
that the Henry Ford Trade 
School, situated in the heart of 
the Rouge plant, was perfectly 
suited to such training. 

Henry Ford not only offered 
the facilities of both school and 
plant to the Navy for this pur- 
pose, but also said he would build 
barracks for 1200 students, mess 
hall for 2000, administration 
building, provision storage, recre- 
ation room, athletic field, a steam 
generating plant. 

The offer was accepted, and on 
December 6, 1940, the first shovel 
of earth wos turned on the bank 
of the Rouge River. Forty days 
later the first contingent took up 
quarters in tho newly erected 
buildings. The inauguration cere- 
monies were described by Com- 
mander C. P. Cecil as "unique in 
the history of the United States 
Navy — for we are dedicating the 
first Navy Service School ever to 
be operated in connection with 
civilian industry." 

With naval officers on tho out- 
door platform beside him, and 
200 enlisted men drawn up in 
front of the school's administra- 
tion building, Henry Ford said 
that: "During the present crisis 
our organization wants to do 
everything possible' to help 
America and the President. The 
Navy being our first line of de- 
fense, I feel that the training of 
these young men will vitally 
benefit our nation. And, when this 



crisis is over, we can then re- 
claim these mechanically trained 
young men in our industries." 

In turning the facilities of 
school and plant over to the 
Navy for training personnel, 
Edsel Ford explained that his 
father had established the Henry 
Ford Trade School 24 years ago 
"because he believed in using the 
facilities of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany for something more than 
the building of motor vehicles. 
He believed that these facilities 
could also be used for the build- 
ing of youth." 

Rear Admiral C. W. Nimitz, who 
came from Washington to repre- 
sent Secretary Knox, accepted the 
facilities of school and plant. "I 
can think of no better place for 
this extension of the Navy train- 
ing program," he declared. "I wish, 
Mr. Ford, to express to you the 
appreciation of the Navy Depart- 
ment for this fine demonstration 
of patriotism on your part." 

Tho new Navy Service School 
will be under the administration 
of Rear Admiral John Downes, 
Commandant of the Ninth Naval 
District, which includes 13 states 
and has headquarters at Great 
Lakes, Illinois. 

After explaining that the men 
to bo trained here come from 
both the Pacific and the Atlantic, 
as well as the Great Lakes, he" 
added: "We know that Mr. Ford 
has here established the finest 
school in the world for training 
men in the mechanical trades. 
This will be the most import int 
training center that the Navy Ms 
for schooling its newly enlii led 
men in the mechanical duties 
which they will be called upon to 
perform immediately upon join- 
ing the fleet."

Urge All Citizens to Write 
Their Congressmen Asking 

I Measure's Defeat. 



Farm state senators, church pub- 
lications and the daily press all have 
Joined voices to chorus their indig- 
nation at the war propagandists' bill 
introduced" into Congress, which 
seeks to drive this country into war 
after establishing a dictatorship 
here. 

Sen. Arthur Capper, Kansas, led 
a group of other farm senators in 
proclaiming opposition to the war 
bill, and, with the America First 
Committee, urged citizens to write 
their representatives and senators 
asking the measure be killed. 

"I am against the bill as I think 
it gives the President dangerous 
powers and it will lead to war," 
Capper said tersely. "The congress 
should not be asked to surrender 
the powers given to it by the con- 
stitution." 

Both of the Senators Clark, Ben- 
nett Champ of Missouri and D. 
Worth of Idalio, similarly called for 
defeat of the proposal. 

"The measure indicates war 
abroad and dictatorship at home," 
Clark of Missouri said. "If the 
United States goes to war the farm- 
ers and laborers will pay the bill. 
The bill will be something the like 
cf which the world has never seen."

Clark of Idaho said that the pro- 
posed lecislalion "is wrapped up In 
the dietatorsbip issue, to such an ex- 
tent that the risk of America's en- 
try Into the war Is part and parcel 
cf the bill. I sm against the United 
States entering the war. If we 
should become Involved the war 
would last for years and the only 
nre thing to come out of it would 
be economic ruin for this country. 
The farmer had a taste of that 
after the last war— but it was only 
a taste.*' 

Sen. Gerald P. Nye, North Da- 
kota, asserted, "The people of the 
United States have permitted their 
President and his ambassadors to 
create an international emergency 
for them. The emergency, however 
great now, does not compare with 
the emergency that will be visited 
upon them If the President is given 
■what he asks for in the pending bill. 
"Name it whatever one will, the 
bill provides for the divorcement by 
congress, as representative of the 
people, of all its powers and gives 
to the President powers including 
those of making alliances for war 
greater than ever entertained by a 
war-time President and this at a 
time when we are at war with no 
ootion," Nye continued. 

"I am confident that if only the 
people can have time to study and 
know this dictator hill tliey will hill 
the proposal with their protests. 
This they should do, else our de- 
mocracy is gone and we are com- 
promised to active participation in 
a long war in which every nation 
engaging will lose," Nye said. 

Wisconsin's senior senator, Robert 
M. LaFoIlctte, whose father fought 
our enlrj* into tlie last war, also 
warned that "Under the terms of 
the pending measure the President 
would be empowered to create a 
state of war. In fact, the bill spe- 
cifically provides for the use of our 
ports and facilities as a base for 
belligerent warships. Here is a pro- 
posal to import the European war 
to our slioros. 

"The bill gives blanket approval 
of Congress in advance for the Pres- 
ident to dispose of part or all of 
our fleet. Merchant ships, planes, 
tanks; or other implements and mu- 
nitions of war now in the possession 
of or being manufactured for our 
Army and Navy." LaFollette said. 
"Tlio terms and conditions under 
which any foreign government would 
receive any aid would be aolcly at 
the discretion of the President. 

"It is a bold attempt to create a 
dictatorship to govern our future 
foreign policy. Once this bill be- 
comes law Congress will function 
only as a rubber stamp," 

Sen. Burton K. Wheeler, Montana, 
who is leading the figlit on the bill 
in the Senate, assailed the measure 
OS a means to send American boys 
into foreign wars. 

"The bill, because of Its broad 
grant of power to a single man, Is 
a dictatorship measure," Wheeler 
said. "Because it violates every 
concept of American neutrality, I 
have previously called it the New 
Deal's triple-A foreign policy, it 
may well mean tliat every fourth 
American boy will be plowed under 
African or European soil." 

The non-denominational "Chris- 
tian Century," leading weekly Chris- 
tian magazine, expressed itself as 
follows : 

"It is the most un-American pro- 
posal which the American people 
have ever been asked to consider, 
. . . The grants of power to the 
executive which the bill carries 
make It a blueprint of totalitarian- 
ism . . . 

"Thus, for the moment, Congress 
holds the power to deliver the nation 
to a dictatorship or to rescue it 
from the threat of one. Three 
courses He open to it. It can abdi- 
cate its power as the German reichs- 
tag did, as the Italian chamber of 
deputies did, as the Polish parlia- 
ment did, as all democracies which 
have gone totalitarian have done,

On the basis of tho 
average turkey hen producing 40 to 45 
eggs per year during the laying season 
Instead of 60 eggs, it would require ap- 
proximately 400,000 more hens. In 
terms of feed thU would mean that it 
would require at least 20,000 more tons 
of feed— appro:dmately 1000 carloads. 

Feeding, managiiment, sanitation, and 
breeding are responsible for the In- 
creased egg production attained at the 
Purina Experimental Farm from the 
turkey breeder flock, Plalsance asserts. 
"Our original breeding flock was se- 
lected some years ago from a flock of 
poults hatched from eggs purchased at 
random the previous spring. We hod 
no advance Information concerning 
their ability to lay. Proper feeding and 
management brought out their Inherited 
ability to produce lots of eggs"

and mnlce itself the rubber stamp 
of a dictator, with all the conse- 
quences to the people of the United 
Slates which that supine course will 

entail. , 

"Or it can timidly exercise its 
power by revising the bill here and 
there, hoping thereby to retain some 
shred of its constitutional authority 
or to recover It at some future date. 
Or it can reject tho bill altogether 
and write a new one designed to 
speed up the preparedness program 
on the basis of national defense, 
rather than on the assumption of 
American belligerency in the exist- 
ing war. 

"Of those three courses, it is hard- 
ly probable that Congress will adopt 
the first. It is hlglily improbable 
that the President expected his bill 
to pass without modification. It con- 
tains numerous features which lend 
themselves to trading purposes. 
Congress can take advantage of 
these openings for revision and thus 
make a display of its prerogative, 
hoping to save its face and create 
a popular Impression that it has not 
abdicated its responsibility. This is 
the course which, it is to be feared, 
will be cliosen. It will bo put for- 
ward as a compromise; the public 
clamor against taking tlio United 
States into the war will be appeased, 
and Congress will cherish the illu- 
sion that it is still a functioning part 
of the system of checks and bal- 
ances of power provided by the Con- 
stitution. 

"Against such a compromise, 
those who would keep this country 
out of war must now bring the full 
weight of their most vigorous pro- 
test. Tlie wings of the President's 
now fully disclosed purpose to force 
the nation Into war cannot be clipped 
by merely modifying certain fea- 
tures uf his bill, lie can be estopped 
in his determination only by a Con- 
gress which is cfiually determined 
and by an upsurge of public Indig- 
nation which will let Congress know 
that the President's singlehanded 
commitment of this country to war 
means that he will enter It with 
a deeply divided nation behind 
him . . . 

"Not Great Britain, but this Con- 
gress is the front line of America's 
defense. Will the citizenship of the 
nation make its will known— unmis- 
takably and overwhelmingly known 
—to those who have the responsibil- 
ity and the power to save America 
before it is too late?"

Results of experiments ut the Purina 
Experimental Farm show that a cow 
may consistently produce 15 pounds of 
milk per milking on one ration and 10 
on another.

While it fs hard to tell whether there 
ore 13 or 16 pounds of milk In a milk 
pall, It's still harder to tell by Just look- 
ing at a feed whcLlier lb will produce 
15 or 16 pounds of milk. Two feeds 
that look alike may produce entirely 
different rc::ults whsn fed lo the cow. 
It all dcjicnds on tlie In^i-edlents In tlie 
feed, their quality, und how they are 
blcnut:J.

ONE of the sweetest longs ever 
heard on earth is siirely that one 
lung by the heavenly host of 
angels (Luke 2:14), "On earth peace, 
good will toward men."

in wnr. But material methods, even 
those motivuled by unselfish desires, 
cannot bring about permanent peace, 
for this peace is found only in the 
realm of Spirit. 

To reach a scientific, right conclu- 
sion we must of necessity start with 
a correct premise. In ".Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriplures," 
Mary Baker Eddy writes (p, 492): 
"For righl reasoning there should be 
hu! one foct before the thought, 
nnniely, spiritual existence. In real- 
ity there is no other existence, since 
IJfe cannot l)e united to its unlike- 
ness, mortality." We learn from the 
Scriptures that God created all, "and, 
behold, it was very good" (Genesis 
1:31).

BETTER FEEDING 
REDUCES TURKEY 
BREEDING COSTS 



Farm state senators, church pub- 
lications and the daily press all have 
joined voices to chorus their indig- 
nation at the war propagandists' bill 
introduced into Congress, which 
«ceks to drive this country into war 
after establishing a dictatorship 
here. 

Sen. Arthur Capper, Kansas, led 
a group of other farm senators in 
proclaiming opposition to the war 
bill, and, with the America First 
Committee, urged citizens to write 
their representatives and senators 
asking the measure be killed. 

'•I am against the bill as I think 
it gives the President dangerous 
powers and it will lead to war," 
Capper said tersely. "The congrnss 
should not be asked to surrender 
the powers given to It by the con- 
stitution." 

Both of the Senators Clark, Ben- 
nett Champ of Missouri and D. 
Worth of Idaho, similarly culled for 
defeat of the proposal. 

"The measure indicates war 
abroad and dictatorship at home," 
Clark of Missouri said. "If the 
United Stales goes to war the farm- 
ers and laborers will pay tlie bill. 
The bill will be something the like 
of which the world has never seen." 




Clark of Idaho said that the pro- 
posed legislation "is wrapped up In 
(he dietatorahip issue, to such an ex- 
tent that the risk of America's en- 
try Into the war Is part and parcel 
of the bill. I am against the United 
States entering the war. If we 
ahonid become Involved the war 
woold last for years and the only 
sure thing to come out of It would 
be economic ruin for this country. 
The farmer had a taste of that 
after the last war— but It was only 
a taste." 

Sen. Gerald P. Nyr, North Da- 
kota, asserted, "The people of the 
United States have permitted their 
President and his ambassadors to 
create an International emergency 
lor them. The emergency, however 
great now, docs not compare with 
the emergency that will be visited 
upon them if the President is given 
what he asks for in the pending bill. 
"Name it whatever one will, the 
bill provides for the divorcement by 
congress, as representative of the 
people, of all its powers and gives 
to the President powers Including 
those of making olliances for wor 
greater than ever entertained by a 
war-time Prcsidtml and this at a 
time when we arc ol war with no 
Tiation," Nye continued. 

"I am confident that If only the 
people can have time to study and 
know this dictator bill they will kill 
the proposal with their protests. 
This they should do, else our de- 
mocracy Is gone and we are com- 
' ''promised to active participation In 
a Ions war In which every nation 
engaging will lose," Nye said. 

Wisconsin's senior senator, Robert 
M. LoFolIette, wliose father fought 
our entry into the last war, also 
warned that "Under the terms of 
the pending measure the President 
would be empowered to create a 
stole of war. In fact, the bill spe- 
cifically provides for the use of our 
ports and facilities as a base for 
belligerent warships. Here is a pro- 
posal to import the European war 
to our shores. 

"The bill gives blanket approval 
of Congress in advance for the Pres- 
ident to dispose of part or all of 
our ficct. Merchant ships, planes, 
tanks, or other implements and mu- 
nitions of war now in the possession 



Purina Experimental Farm turkfty 
hen No. 520 laid 210 eogi In a 202. 
day period. 

That the efllclency of turkey breeder 
production can l» improved tremen- 
dously Is shown by the results at ths 
Purina Experimental Farm at Oray 
Sumnilt, Missouri. 

According to G. P. Plalsance, man- 
ager of the Turkey Department, the 
turkey breeder flock at the Purina Ex- 
perimental Farm produces around 60 
eggs per ben during lliR months of 
March, April, and May. whereas ac- 
cording to available data, the country's 
average for these same three months, 
which afc the principal mcnths when 
Uic ftveragc turkeys do their laying, Is 
45 to 50 eggs. 

"The slgnlflcance of these compara- 
tive flgurc3 la revealed when one con- 
ElUers that last year approximately 
more tlian 32.000,000 turkeys were mar- 
keted from about 40.000.000 hatched," 
Plalsance says. On the basis of tho 
average turkey hen producing 40 to 45 
eggs per year during the laying ssason 
Instead of 60 eggs, It would require ap- 
proximately 400,000 more hens. In 
terms of feed thU would mean that it 
would require at least 20,000 more tons 
of feed— approximately 1000 carloads. 

Feeding, managomcnt, sanitation, and 
breeding are rc-ponslble for the in- 
creased egg production attained at the 
Purina Experimental Farm from the 
turkey breeder flock, Plalsance asserts. 
"Our original breeding flock was se- 
lected some years bro from a flock of 
poults hatched from eggs purchased at 
random the previous spring.

Sen. Burton K. Wheeler, Montana, 
who is leading the fight on the bill 
in the Senate, assailed the measure 
as means to send American boys 
into foreign wars. 

"The bill, because of Its broad 
grant of power to a single man, Is 
a dictatorship mcnsure," Wheeler 
said. "Because it violates every 
concept of American neutrality, I 
have previously called it the New 
Dears triple-A foreign policy, it 
may well mean that every fourth 
American boy will be plowed under 
African or European soil." 

The non-denominolional "Chris- 
tian Century," loading weekly Chris- 
tian magazine, expressed Itself as 
follows: 

"It is the most un-American pro- 
posal which the American people 
have ever been asltcd to consider. 
. , . The grants of power to the 
executive which the bill carries 
make it a blueprint of totalitarian- 
Ism . . . 
' "Thus, for the moment, Congress 
holds the power to deliver the notion 
to a dictatorship or to rescue it 
from the throat of one. Three 
courses lie open to It. It can abdi- 
cate its power as the German relchs- 
tng did, as the Italian chamber of 
deputies did, as the Polish parlia- 
ment did, as all democrocies which 
have gone totalitarian have done. 



and make itself the rubber stamp 
of a dictator, with all the conse- 
quences to llie people of the United 
States which that supine course will 

entail. ,^ 

"Or it can timidly exercise its 
power by revising the bill here and 
there, hoping thereby to retain some 
shred of its constitutional authority 
or to recover it at some future date. 
Or it can reject the bill altogether 
and write a now one designed to 
speed up the preparedness program 
on the basis of national defense, 
rather than on the assumption of 
American belligerency in the exist- 
ing war. .. , u ^ 
"Of these tiiroe courses, it is hard- 
ly proboble that Congress will adopt 
the first. It is higiily improbable 
that the President expected his bill 
to pass without modification. It con- 
tains numerous features which lend 
themselves to trading purposes. 
Congress can take advantage of 
these openings for revision and thus 
make a display of its prerogative, 
hoping to save Its face and create 
a popular Impression that it has not 
abdicated Its responsibility. This is 
the course which. It Is to be feared, 
will bo clioscn. It will bo put for- 
ward as a compromise; the public 
clamor against taking the United 
States into the war will be appeased, 
and Congress will cherish the illu- 
sion that it is still a functioning part 
of the system of checks and bal- 
ances of power provided by the Con- 
stitution.

Two feeds 
that look aliiie may produce entirely 
dlfiorent rccults whsu fed to the cow. 
It nil uepcnus on the in:i-edients In the 
feed, their quality, and how they are 
blcnuLd.

ONE of the sweetest longs ever 
heard on earth is surely thit one 
sung by the heavenly host of 
angels (Luke 2:14), "On earth peace, 
good will toward men." The occa- 
sion of the song was the birth at 
Dcthlehcm of the babe Jesus. 

The prophecy of peace made on 
that brillinnl slarlil night will some 
day be fulfilled universally, since a 
desire for peace has ever been cher- 
ished in the hearts of men.

APPEAL: 

But Not for Men 

Winston Churchill in an address 
to the empire, but phrased also for 
TJ. S. consumption, said the British 
did not need American armies— this 
year, next year or ever as far as he ■ 
could foresee. But England docs 
need munitions, he said. "Give us 
the tools, we'll finish the job," he 
appealed. 

There was indication that the tools 
were arriving. In January U. S. 
factories had a quota of 700 war- 
planes and at midmonth expecta- 
tions were that the quota would not 
be met by 30 per cent. But this 
was an error. Survey showed 1,000 
planes were produced. If half of 
them went to England,, as the Presi- 
dent promised, England was getting 
what it needed. The amounts will 
increase. 

But Adolf Hitler was carrying out 
:liis throat to "torpedo** American 
help to Britain. The planes are be- 
ing flown to England, via Iceland. 
German bombers raided Iceland and 
bombed the airfield there. Iceland 
is 1,000 miles from the closest Ger- 
man air base. In four more hours 
the swastika-emblemed craft could 
reach the North American continent. 

Senate Goes On 

In Washington the house passed 
the lease-lend bill for aid to Britain. 
The senate began discussion with 
the expectation that tallc would not 
cease before the end of February. 
"If this keeps up," said Senator 
Glass, "the Germans will bo here 
before v/e get done debating." 

Homo from a survey of v;ar-torn 
Britain came Wendell Willkie to ap- 



out of the other side of their mouth. 
King Boris, who had ridiculed the 
German army, was silent. 

Across the Waters 

On the other side of the Mediter- 
ranean, in Africa, the British were 
sweeping the Italian troops before 
them. It appeared as though the 
rival armies would hold securely the 
opposite shores of the great inland 
sea. 

Marshall Grazlanl and his Fascist 
legions were retreating so fast that 
British armies had chased them out 
of virtually all of Libya and v/ere 
faced with the question of pursuit

SPRING: 

In the Balkans 

Spring and Adolf Hitler came to 
the Balkans. The fuehrer's great 
criticism of World war tactics was 
that Germany permitted itself to 
become involved on two fronts at the 
same time. He lias always avoided 
this. 

Whether his movement into Bul- 
garia and toward the Dardanelles 
was an indication that he did not 
intend to move against England im- 
mediately was not clear. But it 
seemed apparent that Germany's 
next campaign would be toward the 
Mediterranean. 

For months hundreds of thousands 
of German troops have been moved 
Into Rumania. The revolution that 
ousted King Carol put Nazis in con- 
trol of the government. These na- 
tive Nazis quickly put themselves 
under order of Germany. Rumanian 
oilfields and railroads became sub- 
ject to their direction. 

First news of the infiltration of 
German soldiers into Rumania came 
in a speech by Winston Churchill. 
Sofia denied it, but within 24 hours 
neutral sources made it known that 
thousands of German soldiers in 
uniform, but wearing civilian over- 
coats, were passing the border into 
Bulgaria. Then came swarms of 
Nazi transport planes with para- 
chute troops. Bulgarian railroads 
suddenly restricted civilian trafflc. 

Bulgaria had depended upon Rus- 
sia for protection. It was a false 
hope. Moscow sent an envoy to tell 
Bulgar ministers not to expect them 
to fight, Bulgaria and Turkey, who 
.had spoken big but not mobilized 
their troops, suddenly began to talk

into French Tunis. There Gen. Max* 
ime Weygand v/aited with '150,000 
French troops. Which way he would 
swing was not clear. But in Vichy 
aged Mars'.ial PeLain was bowing 
to the instructions of the Fascist- 
minded Admiral Dorian and it was 
believed Pierre Laval might soon 
return from Paris to take over the 
helm of government. Spain's Gen- 
eral Franco was en route through 
southern Europe for a conference 
with Premier Mussolini. It was said 
Mussolini would make a supreme ef- 
fort to get Spain into the war on the 
side of the Axis and permit an at- 
tack on Gibraltar. 

In eastern Africa, the Italians 
also wore losing fast. Hemmed in 
on all sides by British troops and 
Ethiopian warriors they knew not 
which way to retreat. 

Meanwhile British bombers raid- 
ed Italy. Thoy dropped 300 tons of 
bombs and navat shells upon Genoa 
where Winston Churchill said a Nazi 
army was preparing to embark for 
Africa. 

The spring campaign had begun. 

OFLGAY-PAY-OO: 
In the v. S. 

A chambermaid in a second class 
Washington hotel opened a guest's 
room and found a man sprawled 
over the bed in a pool of blood. She 
called police. They found a pistol 
in the man's hands and notes in Rus- 
sian, German and French, signed 
Samual Ginsberg. A certificate of 
suicide was issued and police pre- 
pared to write off the case after no- 
tifying a New York lawyer who was 
named in the dead man's notes. 

But it wasn't that easy. The hotel 
guest was identified as Gen. Walter 
G, Krivitsky, former high ranking 
authority in the Soviet, secret serv- 
ice. An early Communist, General 
Krivitsky had taken part in many 
secret negotiations. Once he was 
chief of the Communist party's se- 
cret police in western Europe. 

General Krivitsky had incurred 
the displeasure of the Stalin regime. 
When his associates went before 
the firing squad he fied to America. 
Here in a series of magazine arti- 
cles he began to expose what he 
said were the plans of the Commu- 
nist Internationale for world revolu- 
tion. He foretold the agreement 
that later was si.*»ncd by Stalin and 
Hitler, he said the American Com- 
munist party was under orders from 
Moscow, he named some of their 
followers in the U, S. army and 
navy. 

Since 'then he has appeared be- 
fore the Dies committee with addi- 
tional revelations. But he told close 
friends that his life was in danger. 
He traveled under cover and hid 
his wife and young son in isolated 
areas. Just a week before his death 
he told friends that the most dread- 
ed killer of the Russian secret police 
the OGPU (pronounced Oh-Gay- 
Pay-OO) had arrived in America.

Fulgcncio Batista, president of 
Cuba, is a study in contrasts. In 
1933, he organized a revolution, 
squashed the rule of aristocrats. At 
any time thereafter he could have 
become president. He chose instead, 
to accept promotion from army ser- 
geant to colonel and b.oad the army. 
But under his behind-the-scenes 
dictatorial regime, Cuban citizens 
had their civil rights extended, 
.schools were Iniilt, peons given land 
and the national administration put 
on a business basis. Last year Ba- 
tista decided to seek the presidency. 
He could have selxed the ofuce with 
little trouble. Instead he resigned 
from the army, campaigned in 
American style and gave tlie island 
its quietest election in history. 

But there has been unrest in Cuba, 
and the crop of rumors of new revo- 
lutions have been on the usual week- 
ly quota. Last summer when Rotary 
International held its convention in 
Cuba, many delegates were so im- 
pressed by the rumors that they 
went to bed each night with trepodi- 
I'on. Many of the delegates from 
the Uritcd States came home 
alarmed. They to'd of Nazi pene- 
tration in the ii^lar.d, ho-.v newspa- 
pers openly cor.fnscccl German sub- 
sidy, how CVrmnn loileiics were be- 
ing operated, with the winners im- 
pressed the lr4rr;ccs came from the 
German govornmcnt. They said 
German U-bonts were being sup- 
plied along isolated spots of Cuban 
territory. The facts may be true 
or otherv.'ice, hut many delegates 
were impressed. 

Through it all, Fulgencio Bitistn 
showed no si^ns of being alarmed. 
Then suddenly as this winter's tour- 
ists wore at their heiglit, one night 
they saw sandbags being erected ' 
around the prcsldentiar palace and 
machine guns being mounted on pub- 
lic buildings. Batista was holding 
conference with his leading military 
commanders. Batista announced 
that all civil rights were suspended. 
The following day a Cuban army 
plane landed at Miami, Fla., and 
there alighted Col. Jose E. Pedraza, 
chief 01 the Cuban army; Lieut. Co!. 
Angel A. Gonzales, commander-in- 
chief of the navy, and Col. Bernardo 
Garcia, chief of the national police. 
With them were their families. 

Bade in Havana, Batista an- 
nounced thoy had resigned after he 
caught Ihcm in certain unnamed se- 
ditious acts. Civil rights were re- 
turned to the people. Cuba was quiet 
again. 

There was still more rejoicing the 
following day. Scnora Eliza Godi- 
ncz de Batista, wife of the presi- 
dent, gave birth to a daughter in the 
presidential palace. President Ba- 
tista announced immediately that 
every child born on the island that 
day would receive a ton-pesos note, 
and a five-pesos savings account in 
the Cuban Postal Savings. An av- 
erage of 350 babies are born each 
day in Cuba. 

STRIKE : 

But Not at Once 

Demands for vacations with pay 
rejected, cKecutivos of 14 railway 
labor unions have notified President 
Roosevelt that a vote to strike will 
be taken during February. There 
will be no strike at once. The ex- 
isting agreement between the un- 
ions and the nation's Class 1 rail- 
roads, hiring about 750,000 men, pro- 
vides for mediation machinery. 

But even that period is likely to 
be exceeded, George M. Harrison, 
head cT a committee of union lead 
ors, said about 30 days will bo ncc 
cssary to t?'.:c t'.ie vote. Should a 
rlrike be author'::c:l by the ballot, 
Harrison wculd fix the date for it.
